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REPORT   FROM   THE   LITERARY   DEPARTMENT 

(This  article,  by  Bill  Butler,  is  another  in  a  series  on  the  programming  philosophy 
— or  non-philosophy — of  KPFA.) 

There  is,  underlying  the  programs  of  literature  and  drama  broadcast  by  KPFA,  no 
real  philosophy  at  all  unless  we  can — after  our  Chuangtsian  fashion — refer  to  it  as  a 
philosophy  of  No-Philosophy.  For  one  thing,  the  "department"  in  this  program  area, 
as  such,  is  too  new  to  pretend  to  much  self-understanding.  For  another,  there  can  be  in 
intelligent  artistic  communication  no  absolute  philosophical  mean.  The  programs  you 
hear  are  sought,  selected  and  presented  with  an  eye  toward  illusions:  Truth  and  Beauty. 
Even  here  there  are  no  absolute  means,  for  we  dare  not  pretend  that  what  is  Truth  to 
one  need  be  anything  but  lumps  in  the  mush  to  another,  nor  that  what  is  the  sublimest 
Beauty  to  me  couldn't  be  something  you  generally  keep  hidden  in  a  padded  pig-pen. 
Literature,  to  one  who  loves  it,  is  a  religion,  and  no  rational  man  philosophizes  about 
his  religion.  He  will  not  even  deny  that  it  is  a  useless  thing,  but  would  insist,  again  with 
Chuangtse,  that  "one  must  understand  the  use  of  uselessness  before  he  can  speak  of  the 
use  of  usefulness."  If  we  have  given  the  impression  that  there  is  a  rationale  behind  this 
statement,  please  interpret  it  as  reading :  "There  is  a  quality  in  good  and  serious  writing 
which  is  recognizable.  It  has  form,  taste,  smell,  and  this  quality  forms  the  only  margins 
of  our  program  interests  in  literature."  But  I  rather  suspect  that  we've  given  only  the 
impression  of  No-Philosophy,  to  which  we  should  avoid  further  reference,  since  it  is 
pointless  to  pursue  what  we  cannot  detect. 

Instead,  we  should  direct  our  literary  attention  to  a  new  program  beginning  in  this 
issue  of  the  Folio.  On  Saturday  evening,  the  24th,  at  eight  o'clock,  the  first  bi-weekly 
program  in  The  KPFA  Writers'  Workshop  will  be  broadcast.  This  program  has  already 
become  a  little  controversial.  It  is  feared  that  it  will  be  academic,  or  dull  for  want  of 
public  interest  in  young  writers,  or  dull  for  a  physical  lack  of  good  young  writers,  or — 
on  the  other  hand — it  is  suspected  that  the  program  will  indeed  be  a  stimulant  to  writers 
in  Northern  California,  even  that  it  will  be  a  hugely  entertaining  program  for  all  who 
listen,  as  well  as  presenting  more  clearly  than  any  other  program  the  actual  workings  of 
the  literary  mind  and  the  development  of  the  writer.  Appearing  as  director  of  the  first 
program  will  be  Robin  White,  and  in  later  programs  guest  directors  will  include  Wallace 
Stegner,  Mark  Schorer,  William  Hogan,  Luther  Nichols,  Clay  Putman  and  others. 
Interested  young  writers,  published  and  otherwise,  are  invited  to  send  in  information 
about  themselves  and  perhaps  a  sample  of  their  work,  by  way  of  application  to  be  a 
participant  in  The  KPFA  Writers'  Workshop. 


NEW  VOLUNTEER  CLASSES:  Once  every  six  months  or  so  (in  good  academic 
fashion)  KPFA  holds  "classes"  for  potential  volunteers  in  the  fields  of  announcing  and 
control-room  engineering.  A  knowledge  of  European  languages  is  helpful  (for  announc- 
ers) ;  a  knowledge  of  music  and/or  electronics  even  more  so  (for  announcers  and 
engineers).   Patience,   especially   in   dealing  with  terribly  creative   and/or  neurotic 
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radio  personnel,  is  most  helpful  of  all.  If  you're  interested  in  announcing  or  operating 
once. or  twice  a  week  as  a  volunteer  for  KPFA,  we  invite  you. to  attend  the  first  general 
meeting  of  the  new  "semester,"  Monday  evening,  February  2nd,  at  eight  o'clock,  at 
KPFA,  2207  Shattuck  Avenue,  Berkeley.  Rituals  appropriate  to  the  celebration  of 
Groundhog  Day  will  also  be  observed. 


PROGRAM  NOTES:  Slowly,  but  perceptibly,  we  increase  the  number  of  sources  from 
which  programs  are  obtained,  can  be  obtained,  and  eventually  will  be  obtained.

ON  RECORDS 
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Boston  had  broadcast  tapes  of  the  Couchiching  Conference  in  Ontario,  one  of  the  most 
important  cultural  and  political  meetings  ever  held  in  that  country.  Our  first  letter  to  the 
CBC  inquiring  about  these  tapes  was  dated  September  16th;  the  file  now  includes  about 
fifteen  letters,  but  the  tapes,  at  least,  are  here.  Dealing  with  radio  stations  and  individuals 
for  programs  is  occasionally  a  tedious  business,  but  warm  personal  contacts  DO  get 
established  on  the  way,  and  we  do  not  begrudge  the  efforts.  What  invariably  comes  out 
of  these  transactions  is  the  fact  that  KPFA  is  becoming  more  and  more  an  "open 
sesame"  in  international  radio,  and  we  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
many  hundreds  of  people  throughout  the  world  who  are  working  willingly  to  provide 
us  with  programs. 

When  Betty  Ford  was  in  Europe  last  summer,  she  similarly  found  great  interest 
in  KPFA.
